Washington Portrait 
Of 17 98 F ound i in Attic 


Chicago, Feb. 20 (By A. P.). 
From a trunk in the attic of the 
Lombard, Iil., home of G. W. 
Philip has been recovered the 
last portrait for which George 
Washington sat and which is 
said to be the only mathematic- 
ally accurate likeness of the 
first President now in existence. 

It was made in 1798 by the 
French artist, St. Memim, with 
the aid of his device known as 
the ‘‘physiontrace and panta- 
graph" which enabled him to 
outline a human head on paper 
with mathematical accuracy and 
reduce or enlarge the original 
for reproduction. The process 
etched the portrait on copper 
and left an original pantagraph 
likeness. 

The original pantagraph was 
once the possession of Gilbert 
Stuart and believed possibly 
used by that artist in painting 
his famous Washington portrait.

Washington's $400,000 Jewish 
Community Center building, Six- 
teenth and Q streets northwest, for 
which President Coolidge helped lay 
the corner stone, will be dedicated 
with elaborate ceremonies today 
and tonight. Flag raising will be 
held at 3 o’clock with Representa- 
tive Adolph J. Sabath, of Chicago, 
officiating. 

The dedication proper will take 
place at 8:15 o’clock, with Senator 
Thomas J. Walsh, of Montana, and 
Judge Irving Lehman, of New York, 
president of the Jewish Welfare 
Board, as leading speakers. 

A five-day campaign for members 
will begin. with the flag-raising 
ceremony with Morris Cafritz, who 
led the financial drive that made 
the building possible, as general 
chairman. Three hundred workers 
will take part in striving for the 
goal of 2,500 members. 


Praised by National Leaders. 


President Coolidge, members of 
his cabinet, and leaders of civic 
and judiciary life of the nation, 
while not taking active part in the 
dedication, have sent messages felic- 
itating Washington’s Jewry on its 
acceptance of leadership in promot- 
ing civic and cultural ideals, of 
which the new building is emblem- 
atic. 

“The building should be an ex- 
ample to other communities,” said 
the chief executive. 

The largest turnout of Jewish 
citizens in the history of Washing- 
ton is expected for the dedication 
program, which will be held in the 
center auditorium.

An hour later House was with King 
George in Buckingham palace. ““We 
fell to talking, strangely enough,’’ 
the colonel wrote that night, “of 
the probability of Germany sinking 
a transatlantic liner. * * * He 
said, ‘Suppose they should sink the 
Lusitania with American passengers 
on board,’ ”’ 

That evening House dined at the 
American embassy. <A dispatch 
came in stating that at 2 in the 
afternoon a German submarine had 
torpedoed and sunk the Lusitania 
off the southern coast of Ireland. 
Many lives had ‘been lost. 

Thus did Germany interpret the 
freedom of the seas. 

The sinking of the Lusitania de- 
stroyed all hope of beginning nego- 
tiations between Germany and 
Great Britain. It was now rather 
a question as to whether the United 
States itself could remain out of 
the war. Ambassador Page regard- 
ed immediate intervention ;as inev- 
itable and cabled Wilson to that ef- 
fect. “Page strongly urges the 
President,’’ House recorded, ‘“‘to 
pring us into the struggle upon the 
side of thee allies, stating that he 
does not believe we can retain the 
good opinion of any one if we fail 
to do so.”’ 

Col. House himself believed that 
the United States could not long 
stand aside, in view of Germany's 
“It seems clear 


to me,”’ he wrote on May 9, “that 


‘the Lusitania is merely the first in- 


cident of the kind and that more 
will follow, and that Germany will 
not give any assurance she will dis- 
continue her policy of sinking pas- 


not be of benefit to us, and I am 
surprised that any Englishman 
could question it.’ . -This was 
apropos of the editorial I showed 
him from The St. James Gazette 
and of conversations I had had 
with some of his countrymen. 


“He said, ‘God forbid that any 
nation should come into such a 
war!’ and he asked me to say to 
the President that he did not want 
him to think that Great Britain 
either made the request or had a 
desire for us to enter, but, if we 
considered it necessary to do so, in 
his opinion it would greatly short- 
en the war and would save innumer- 
able lives, not only of the allies but 
of the Germans as well. 

“He said the war was one of 
attrition, and the moment we en- 
tered, the Germans, unless they 
were totally mad, would know that 
the end was a certainty and would 
endeavor to make.the best terms 
they could. It was a case of a mad 
dog turned loose and every one try- 
ing to do his share toward stop- 
ping him. If we entered, and I 
would let him know, he would at 
once put his mind upon the problem 
and would aid us, not only as to or- 
ganization, but in any other way 
we desired. He paid a magnificent 
tribute to American valor and said: 
‘With American troops joined with 
the British, we will not need French 
troops on the western front, but 
can keep them as a reserve.’ 


“He has 2,200,000 men under 
arms, and of these 500,000 are 
now in France and 650,000 are 
ready to go the moment they are 
needed. In addition, there are 
120,000 in the Dardanelles. He 
spoke of the army and the war as if 
|it were his army and his war, and

He explained to me, however, 
that if he himself could be brought 
to the idea it would only be upon an 
agreement that would guarantee 
the making of aggressive warfare 
on land as impossible as it was in- 
tended to make it upon the sea. In 
other words, if the commerce of the 
world, even in time of war and even 
between belligerents, was to go free 
and have access to its own ports 
and to neutral ports without moles- 
tation, the land should be as free 
of menace as the sea. 

He did not undertake to commit 
himself to the suggestion, and he 
particularly wanted me _ to know 
that he was speaking for himself 
and not for the government or for 
the people. 

He has promised to discuss the 
matter with his colleagues, and I 
shall undertake to get. some esti- 
mate of the general sentiment in re- 
gard to such a proposal. 

Of course, you understand that 
the conversation was predicated 
upon the evacuation of Belgium 
and France and upon the consent of 
all the allies. :

The chief difficulty that obstruct- 
ed the development of House’s plan 
was obviously the inability of the 
British to comprehend the advan- 
tages they would dezive from the 
freedom of the seas. 

Precisely at this moment the Ger- 
man navy committed the outrage 
upon humanity which a modern Tal- 
leyrand would certainly have pro- 
nounced ‘‘worse than a crime, a 
blunder,’’ and which immediately 
rendered hopeless any attempt to 
reconcile the belligerents. 

It was not entirely unforegeen by 
House, who on May 5 received a 
cable from Wilson asking him for 
advice in view of the sinking of an 
. American oil boat.

London, May 9, 1915. 

It is now certain that a large 
number of American lives were lost 
when the Lusitania was sunk. 

I believe an immediate demand 
should be made upon Germany for 
assurance that this shall not occur 
again. If she fails.to give such 
assurance, I should inform her that 
our government expected to take 
such measures as were necessary 
to insure the safety of American 
lives. 

If war follows,’ it will not be a 
new war, but an endeavor to end 
more speedily an old one, 
intervention will diminish, rather 
than increase, the loss of life. 

Ameriea has come to the parting 
of the ways, when she must deter- 
mine whether she stands for civil- 
ized or uncivilized warfare. We 
can no longer remain neutral spec- 
tators.

The question must be determined 
either now or later; and it seems to 
me that you would lose prestige by 
deferring it. 

Germany has one of two things 
in mind: She may believe that we 
will not go to war under any pro- 
vocation; or that we will be impo- 
tent if we do and she desires us to 
enter. The first is more under- 
standable than the second, although 
she probably thinks if we became 
involved we would stop the ship- 
ment of munitions in order to equip 
ourselves, 

She may also think that in the 
peace conference we would be likely 
to use our influence to settle upon 
broader and easier terms for Ger- 
many. 

Or she may think that being able 
torpedo our ships would con- 
tribute to the isolation of England. 

If, unhappily, it is necessary to 
go to war, I hope you will give the 
world an exhibition of American 
efficiency that will be a hesson for 
a century or more. It is generally 
believed throughout Europe that 
we are so unprepared and that it 
would take so long to put our re- 
sources into. action, our entering 
would make but little difference. 

In the event-of war, we should 
accelerate the manufacture of mu- 
nitions to such an extent that we 
could supply not only ourselves but 
the allies, and so quickly that the 
world would be astounded! 

You can never know how deep- 
ly I regret the turn of affairs have 
taken, but it may be for the ulti- 
mate good. My heart goes out to 
you at this time as never before, 
and I think of you every hour of 
the day and wish that I were by 
your side. My consolation: is that 
I may be of greater service here.

Kitchener, and he seemed to me to 
be forceful and able, though per- 
haps without the spark of genius— 
unless, indeed, his great power of 
organization might be termed that. 
| I was impressed by his fairness and 


the impartial way he discussed 

our possible entry into the war. 
While it was the clever way to talk 
to me, he did not do it for that 
reason, for how could he know what 
would or would not influence me? 
He doubtless realizes, the king 
does/ that my advice to the Presi- 
dent will be a potent influence in 
this crisis, but there was nothing of 
eagerness or urging in his remarks. 
He took no pains to hide his opin- 
ion that our entry would be de- 
cisive, and yet he said no word to 
hasten that decision. Kitchener is 
not the greatest intellect with 
which I have come in touch, but he 
has a manner indicating great re- 
serve force, and if I were going 
tiger hunting 1 would gladly have 
him for a companion.”’ 

“May 13,1915: 1 lunched with 
Arthur Balfour. We had a most 
interesting talk. I told of my in- 
terview with Kitchener and of my 
advice to the President regarding 
the Lusitania incident and read 
him my cablegram, which he com- 
plimented warmly. I talked to Bal- 
four with more freedom than any 
man in Great Britain, with the ex- 
ception of Grey, for I trust him im- 
plicitly. Grey and Balfour are two 
great gentlemen and I feel sure of 
their discretion. 


“Balfour criticized the govern- 
ment for depending so much upon 
America for munitions of war. He 
thought at the very outset they 
should have accelerated¢the manu- 
facture of munitions to such an ex- 
tent that by now they would have 
needed no outside aid.” 


During the st days that followed 
the sinking of ‘the Lusitania Col. 
House received no intimation of the 
action that President Wilson plan-, 
ned, He did not seriously suspect 
him of an inclination to avoid the 
issue which Germany had raised, 
but he did confess some anxiety 
as a result of a speech which was 
generally interpreted as proof of 
Wilson’s invincible pacifism. On 
May 11 he recorded: 


“Page and all of us are dis- 
tressed by the \President’s speech 
at Philadelphia, in which he is re- 
ported to have said: ‘There is such 
a thing as being too proud to fight.’

BACKING BY CONGRESS 
INCREASES INTEREST

Campaigning for membership in 
the citizens’ advisory council, 
Washington’s nearest approach to 
municipal politics, has taken fever- 
ish activity as a result of recent 
recognition of the council by the 
District committees of Congress. 

The terms of the “‘charter’’ mem- 
bers, elected when the council was 
first started a year ago, expire April 
3. The delegates to the Federation 
of Citizens Associations elect six of 
the seven white members of the 
council, the seventh being the presi- 
dent of the federation, who is chair- 
man of the council ex officio. Thus 
less than a hundred persons actual- 
ly cast ballots for these six persons 
who undertake to speak for the Dis- 
trict at large, in an advisory capac- 
ity, on all local legislation. 

Perhaps as many as 1,500 men 
and women exercise some voice in 
selection of these six members, in 
their nomination. Nominations are 
made by citizens’ associations affili- 
ated with the federation. There 
are 48 of these. They average about 
30 members in attendance at 
meetings. Nominations have to be 
in the hands of David Babp, secre- 
tary of the federation, not later 
than March 16. 

Although the final voting is done 
by the 96 delegates to the federa- 
tion, nominations and indorsements 
by constituent organizations are 
deemed effective in the canvass for 
votes, hence, although the election 
comes in April, the campaign is in 
full swing. 


Interest Fell Off. 


When the council first was cre- 
ated, a year ago, interest in it ran 
high among the citizens’ associa- 
tions. But after it began to func- 
tion, this fell off somewhat due to 
the fact that the members of the 
council and. their friends felt that

At the time of the commission- 
ers’ refusal to transmit the coun- 
cil’s reports to the District commit- 
tees of Congress, these committees 
themselves officially recognized 
the council 2nd voted to send all 
District measures to it for advice. 
Instantly interest in the council 
was revived and political activity 
was begun. 

It is said that all the members 
of the council are active candidates 
for reelection, although some of 
them have not so announced. 
Charles A. Baker says he has not 
decided whether to run again and 
William 5S. Torbert, likewise, says 
he has not made up his mind. 

George (CC. Havenner has been 
nominated or endorsed by all six 
citizens’ associations in the south- 
Harry N. Stull has been en- 
dorsed by the Lincoln Park asso- 
ciation, W. I. Swanton has been 
nominated by the Mount Pleasant 
association and the Washington 
chapter of the American Society of 
Engineers.

TAX REDUCTION. 

The revenue tax bill agreed to in con- 
ference will raise approximately two- 
thirds of the total revenue of the govern- 
ment: the remaining one-third will come 
from customs and miscellaneous sources, 
such as sales of public lands, license fees, 
&e. 

Before customs receipts

formed about two-thirds of the total or- | 
dinary receipts; now internal revenue re- | 
ceipts are about two-thirds of the total. | 
The government could not now meet its | 
enormous expenses without large inter- | 


nal revenue receipts, mostly taxes on in- 
comes and on consumption or use of vari- 
ous commodities. 

The law about to be passed will be the 
third tax reduction law since the war. 
The reductions accomplished in direct 
taxation are revealed in the following 
comparative figures of internal revenue 
taxes:

This is the story of direct tax reduc- 
tion since 1921.

The tremendous growth ef the inter- 
nal revenue bureau, especially the income 
tax unit, is shown when it is recalled that 
from 1900 to 1914 the average total in- 
ternal revenue receipts of the govern- 
ment averaged about $390,000,000. This 
vear, ending June 30, 1926. the total in- 
ternal revenue receipts will be about 
$2,200,000,000. This total will be divided: 
About $1,690,000,000 from individual 
and corporate incomes: $25,000 from dis- 
tilled spirits; $107,000 from estates and 
gifts; $245,000,000 from tobacco; $226,- 
000,000 from special and excise taxes, 
and $15,000,000 from miscellaneous 
sources.

This might sound as if the aforegoing plaint about the American the- 
ater is just so much poppy-cock. No, the fact remains: the theater is in 
bad straits. Once in a while comes an attraction like ‘‘The Student 
Prince,’’ “Rose Marie, ‘The Love Song,’ “Tip Toes,”’ in the musical com- 
edies and operettas, the revivals of old classics in the drama, and snappy 
up-to-date plays of current life and manners, so that everything looks 
rosy; but, for the most part, the theater is in the throes of dullness. 

Of the three legitimate attractions in town last week—if Kosher Kitty 
Kelly can by any stretch of the imagination be called legitimate—only 
one really did business. When the public senses a show it likes there will 
naturally follow a line to the box office. When the breaks are the other 
way, the crowds go to movies, or home, or out to the country clubs, or 
wherever it is men and women gather for surcease of sorrow.

is, to begin with, the high cost of transportation. Where, in the olden 
days, traveling theatrical companies were wont to enjoy reduced rates, 
nowadays they fare like Other passengers. There are the high salaries 
of principals and chorus; high rental of theaters, high wages paid labor, 
back and front stage, and the thousand and one things that enter into 
cost of production and presentation. 

With all these high costs to beset a producing manager, there is one 
place only to get back expenditures, and that is the box office. So, the 
prices of theater tickets have gone upward; probably not so high as they 
could g0, but upward. As the average head of a family has just so much 
money to spend on entertainment during the course of a year there is 
naturally a careful perusal of press notices and reviews, to see what’s 
what. Or, if there is no such precaution exercised, the man who regrets 
the outlay of a certain number of dollars on a poor show naturally looks 
twice before he takes a second leap.

The wise fisherman of the future will test

casts his lines. The biological board of Can- 
after an extensive survey, has found 
that haddock and cod especially are very par- 
ticular about temperature, says Popular Sct- 
ence Monthly. The cod will not stay where 
the water is freezing, and for him 50 degrees 
is unbearably hot. Between 40 and 45 de- 
grees is about right, and if fishermen will 
fish where such temperature prevails it is 
claimed they can scoop cod up wholesale, 
Haddock prefer water about 65 degrees 
warmer. 

The board urges fishermen to use deep-sea 
thermometers and not waste time where 
there are no fish.

the western seas. To be a ‘new women” in 
that dey meant ability at plantation managz- 
ing; the maintenance of law and order among 
the slave colony; half adult and half child 
who depended on the ‘‘Missis’’ for food, shei- 
ter, clothes, health and guidance. 

The genius of women for agriculture often 


developed new methods in soil tilling that 
proved beneficial to the entire community 
Women with aptitude take to the larger house- 
keeping and the welfare of the community 
is near to their hearts. 

It will surprise many to learn that through 
the agricultural experiments of Eliza J.ucas, 
later Mrs. Charles Pinckney, grande dame of 
the old colony, indigo was introduced into 
South Carolina, meaning an annual] fource 
of wealth that just before the Revolution 
amounted to more than a million dollars. 

And at the time of these experiments Eliza 
Lucas was only 16 years old, in the absence 
of her father the responsible manager of the 
manor house and three plantations with hun- 
dreds of slaves under her jurisdiction.

career of Eliza Juuces. She wrote to a 
friend once a phrase which explains the wom- 
an psychology as regards war: “I wish all 
the men were as great cowards as myself, it 
would then make them more peaceably in- 
clined,’’ 

Before introducing Charles Pinckney, first 
citizen of South Carolina. into this romance, 
Eliza Lucas must be adequately described in 
more detail. 

Her father, Lieut. Col. George Lucas, an 
English army officer, was stationed at Anti- 
gus, West Indies, in 1723. when his blue-eved 
‘“‘Eliza’’ was born. In accordance with the 
custom prevailing, the child was sent at an 
early age back to England to be educated. In 
her fifteenth year she returned to her West 
Indian home with her brothers, to find her 
mother an invalid and slowly succumbing 
under the trying tropical climate. 

The balmy and healthful atmosphere of 
South Carolina claimed their attention in wel- 
come contrast to the languishing tropical] air 
and Col. Lucas started extensive ;~antations

The Hugh incident has revived interest 
in the pen-written daily reports of the master 
of Mount Vernon, and hundreds of people 
have perused them, 

‘ir. Washington did not spend all of his 
time cutting favorite cherry trees, dancing or 
ettending chureh, tor day after day he was 
chasing the wily fox over the hills and 
through the valleys of his big plantations 
just across the Potomac river from what 1s 
now the National Capital. Accompanying him 
on his fox hunts were coteries of Virginia and 
Mearviland gentlemen who liked the great out- 
of-dvors In those good old days gray foxes 
were plentiful along the Potomac, and hounds 
hed been imported from England, France and 
lreland to run them 

‘ir. Washington's diary 
hounds he owned, 
nd chases he had In that very territor: 
eravs und reds abound, and huntsmen 
chase them. not as the Father of His Country 
did. but with better and faster dogs. No 
doubt some of the foxes that now prowl the 
counties of Fairfax, Loudoun, Arlington and 
Mauguier are descendants of those that 
\Iessrs Washington, Fairfax. Alexander, 
Chichester. Posey, Elisey, Manley and Triplett 
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Irving. brilliant man of letters of his day,

i 1765 prosperous Alexandria determined 

to erect for herself a handsome church in 
place of the little chapel which by this time 
had been outgrown, On February 1 of that 
vear the parish of Fairfax was created out of 
Truro, and March 28 Col. George Washington, 
then 33 years old. was’ elected one of the 
twelve vestrymen. In colonial days the gov- 
ernment of Virginia was largely controlled by 
the vestry of the parish, holding as it did, in 
a generous measure, the power of civil au- 
thority. This close connection between church 
and State extended the power of the vestry 
to a variety of duties, and made the position 
no sinecure: for, besides attending to the tem- 


he, too, kept a Kennel of hounds and a stable 
of riding horses. 

‘“Hiis lorship,.’” wrote Mr. 
stanch hunter and kept 
in the English stvle.’’ 

Mr. Custis, stepson of Mr. Washington. 
sald: “During the season Mount Vernon had 
many sporting guests from the neighborhood, 
from Maryland and elsewhere. Their visits 
were not of days, but weeks; and they were 
entertained in the good old style of Virginia's 
hospitality. Washington, always superbly 
mounted, in true sporting costume of blue 
coat, scarlet waistcoat, buckskin breeches, top 
buvots, velvet cap and riding whip with long 
thong. took the field at davbreak with his 
huntsman, Will Lee: his friends and 
neighbors.’’ 

Mr. Washington usually had breakfast 
by candle light, eating Indian corn cakes and 
drinking milk. Frequently before saunrise his 
hounds would be in full cry, driving a fox, 
and he would be at their heels urging them 
on After the chase the party would return 
to Mount Vernon for dinner. 

The Washington rooms of the Library of 
(‘ongress contain many treasures, and among 
them the diary-—-scrupulously and painstak- 
ingly kept vear after vear. 
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Iygesdes DIiI. WILSON, writing of Mr 
/ Washington and his fondness for the out 
of-doors, declared: “He was an enthusiastic 
fox hunter. He imported all of his hunting 
regalia from England. His costume was made 
ready by the best tailors in London. His 
horses were the finest in the country. None 
could surpass Blueskin, Chinkling, Valiant. 
Ajax or Magnolia. He had a goodly kennel, 
and two or three times a week when at home 
he followed the cry of Vulcan, Ringwood. 
Singer, Music, Sweetlips, Forester, Rockwood 
und. the—rest_After—the war batayette sent 
him hounds, He rode with the hounds evervy- 
where and was always in at the death.”’ 

{ have been through the files at the Library 
of Congress to see what Mr. Washington said 
about his hounds and his chases in Virginia 
and Maryland. He had some beautifully bred 
hounds and took care of them, personally 
directing their breeding, feeding und train- 
ing. A note in his diary for September 16. 
1768, reads: “Anointed all my dogs (old dogs

States weather bureau And yet every day 
thev render real, personal service to practi 
cally ever) person in the country. Weather 
forecasts are right eight times in ten. 

For the safety of lives and cargoes at sea, 
for example, reliable weather forecasts and 
storm warnings are indispensable. In recent 
vears there has been hardly a storm of mark- 
ed danger to maritime interests without am- 
ple warnings being issued from 12 to 24 
hours in advance, writes Norman C, MecLoud 
in Popular Science Monthly. Sailings of the 
vast fleets of vessels engaged in our ocean 
and lake traffic are largely guided by these 
warnings, With immense saving of life and 
property. Warnings displayed for a single 
hurricane are known to have detained in 
Atlantic ports vessels and cargoes valued at 
more than $30,000,000. 

Similarly, predictions of approaching cold 
waves, issued from 24 to 36 hours in ad- 
vanee, have resulted in enormous savings in 
our food supply. The uses made of tempera- 
ture forecasts in our crowded centers of pop- 
nlation is surprising. With the prediction @f 
an imminent cold wave, greenhouses are 
closed and their boilers filled for action. Fire- 
plugs, exposed mains and general plumbing 
‘ure protected. Gasoline engines are drained. 
Newspapers print fewer copies for street sale. 
Street railway companies arrange for more 
heat for their cars. Gas companies turn on 
more gas. (Coal dealers supply partial orders 
to all customers needing fuel, instead of full 
orders to a few. In a single instance, the 
records of the weather bureau show, a cold- 
wave prediction saved more than $3,600,000 
through the protection of property. 

“Warnings of frost and freezing weather 
also prevent heavy losses to farmers, and 
this service the weather bureau considers 
one of its principal responsibilities. River 
and flood service conducted by the bureau 
makes possible the issue of flood warnings, 
with life-saving significance. Aviation is al- 
most entirely regulated by weather forecasts. 

In their own way, the weather statistics 

‘wept by the department are as important as 
weather forecasts. They are called upon to 
settle many problems. Instrrance companies 
now insure against rain, drought, crop fafl- 


ure, tornadoes and other destructive phe- 
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nomena. The policies cover 
prises from crops to fashion 
tainments and baseball games. For the basis 
of rate computation and the settlement of 
Claims the weather bureau data serve as a 
court of last resort. 

Weather bureau statistics relative to the 
weather prevailing at certain times and 
places also have played an important part in 
many lawsuits and criminal trials. Verdicts 
in accident cases frequently have been ren- 
dered on evidence supplied by weather bu- 
reau data. In the criminal cotirrts weather 
records on many occasions have spelled the 
difference between conviction and acquittal,

in the heart of the city, surrounded by its 
beautiful yard and overshadowing trees, and 
to this day is a delight to all visitors who, on 
their pilgrimage to Mount Vernon, take a 
little time to see the sacred building. the 
pride of Alexandria.

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GLANDULAR EXTRACT 
MENDS BROKEN BONES 


Breaking an arm, a leg or even a hip may 


not be so serious an accident within a year 
or two. Recent experiments in Japan indi- 
cate, says Popular Science Monthly, that heal- 
ing broken bones of young persons may be 
hastened and the fractured bones of even old 
persons may knit together if the patient is 
treated with a certain glandular extract. 
Next to the thyroid gland in the neck are 
four tiny glands known as “parathyroid 
lands.’’ An extract from these, when swal- 
wed or injected, causes the percentage of 
caleium and phosphate in blood serum to rise, 
it is claimed. Large quantities of both these 
chemicals are needed i3 bone building. One 
yeasem. why bones us y heal very slowly is 
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because it takes a long time to extract enough 
of these substances from the blood. 

Dr. Ogawa, a Japanese surgeon, recently 
has been experimenting with parathyroid ¢ x 
tract in the Japanese medical academy of 
Keijo. He found that rats fed with the ex. 
tract grew twice as much new bone as those 
not treated with it. It is now being tried out 
on human beings, and the results so far have 
encouraged the belief that the long weeks of 
wearing bandages and plaster castS may Wy 
greatly shortened.

“Among the few of the smaller land species 
that perform this extended flight,’’ says Dr. 
Wetmore, “the barn swallow and the bobo- 
link are worthy of mention, especially the 
latter, as, though the barn swallow occurs 
during the northern winter months from the 
West Indies southward, the bobolink with- 
draws wholly into the Chaco. The yellow- 
billed cuckoo, cliff swallow, olive- 
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follow the advance of the southern spring to 
their winter home, remain during the south- 
ern summer, and with the coming of cold 
weather in February and March withdraw 
northward until they cross the equator anid 
follow the nothern spring in its advance to 
their breeding grounds in northern United 
States, Canada and arctic America. Their 
itinerary thus takes advantage of shifting sea- 
sons in*both continents.” 


A New Test for Concreté 


The United States bureau of 
has developed an electrical device, called a 
‘‘telemeter,”” to measure accurately tha 
stresses and. changes of pressure in a golid 
concrete structure. The telemeter, says Pop- 
ular Science Monthly, consists of a stack of 
carbon disks, both ends of which are ¢con- 
nected by electric wires with recording {n- 
struments. The electrical resistance of ‘the 
carbon disks varies with the pressure put 
upon them.

WOLF, OUR GREAT LITTLE COLLIE.

\~ June of 1923 every newspaper in 
America described the death of our gal- 
land little Sunnybank collie, Wolf. 

Several Sunday’ papers devoted entir 
pages to his beroic death. 

One metropolitan newspaper remarked ¢id’- 
tofially that Wolf occupied more space in 
the papers than would the demise of a British 
cabinet minister and addéd that he deserved 
more. Here is the story of the strange and 
plucky dog. 

He was the son of Lad, 
some of you have read. As 
.Was one of the most unpromising specimens 
I have raised. He was wildly mischlevous 
and lawless. and he had nota single physical 
trait of the true show-type of collie. Hie was 
uncannily clever, though, and fearless; and 
he looked Uke a young timber wolf, éxcepl 
that his coat was fiery red. 

His temper was as fiery as his coat. ‘To the 
mistress and myself he was gentleness itself. 
though. We could do anything with him. M3 
roughest romping never evoked so much as 
a growl or ua smap. He would not even bite 
us in play. xs do most romping dogs. He 
seemed to know a bite is an effort to kill and 
not to be used in romping. 


To the rest of the world—ercept to tres- 
pasters and tramps and the like—-he was 
severely standoffish, so long as the rest of 
the wonte consented to adopt the same atti- 
tude toward him. But he would not allow 
any one else to lay the tip of a finger on him. 


If an outsider sought to pet him or so much 
as touch him, Wolf resented it silently and 
flercely by a leap for the throat. We used 
to warn guests at Supnnybank to leave him 
severely alone and we promised that Wolf 
would return the courtesr by not molestins 
them’in any way. He kept to his share. o! 
the bargain. 

It was he who rode always in the car with 
us. At first he and Bruce, then he and my 
big collie-chum, Bobby. Wolf gusurded that 
car With flerce zeal. Let any one lay @ hand 
on it, while Wolf was aboard, or so much es 
brush against it in passing, and Wolf Was 
at him. 

There was only one exception to this. One 
evening as we waited at the Pompton Lakes 
postofiice for our mail, a friend came up 
and began to talk to us. His voice was nol 
quite steady as he told us how his own loved 
collie had been killed that day by u motor 
car. As the man talked, he laid his arm on 
the car seat. 

Wolf lurched past us toward him, But in- 
stead of growling or biting him, the collie 
leaned out and licked the man’s unhappy 
face. It was the first and last time I ever 
saw him caress any one but ourselves. The 
man tven petted the sympathetic dog and 
Wolf endured it patiently and gently. 

Six months later we met the same mun 
again, outside the postoffice. As he laid his 
hand on the car door, Wolf flew ragingly 
ut him. 

When Wolf was about a year old there 
were several tiny collie pupples playing on 
the driveway that leads through the woods 
from the main road to our house. A car came 
rapidly down the drive, toward the pups. In- 
stantly, Wolf rounded them up, as cleverly 
as the best-trained collie could round up un 
unruly bunch of sheep. He herded them out 
of the path of the approaching car and to 
safety. 

The mistress praised him highly for this 
wise bit of ancestra) instinct. It was enough. 
Wolf saw he bad made a hit. From then on.

he used to d@élight in herding to safety ever) 
animal, from puppies to cows, that chanced 
to get on the drivewey. And always he would 
come galloping to us for praise and petting. 

I wish now that we had discouraged him, 
from the start, and had broken him of the 
trick. For {f we had, he might still be alive. 
But it becameé a habit of his to clear the 
drive of anything and everything, as soon 
as a cor came in sight. He did it deftly anda 
snapplily. 

As he grew older, he became somewhat 
gentler to accredited friends of ours. Not 
that he encouraged them to be familiar with 
him. But no longer did he snap at them when 
they tried to pet him. 

To my mother he constituted himself a 
Volunteer protector. Once as she and I were 
walking, an Airedale passed us in the road. 
My mother’s. cloak-hem chanced to brush the 
Alredale along the side. He snarled at her. 
Instantly Wolf hurled himself upon him and 
gave him the most spectacular beating [ ever 
saw administered. 

When we got home we told the mistress 
about this, and she praised him. Instantly 
Wolf trotted off to the Airedale’s home, a 
mile distant, and thrashed him all over again. 
That was always his way. Let the mistress 
praise him for anything, and he instantly 
proceeded to do it once more, to Win more 
praise. 

One afternoon, when he was about 10 years 
old, a big delivery truck came spinning down 
the drive. Bobby was asleep there. Wolf 
swooped down upon him, tugging and shov- 
ing him out of the way of the advancing 
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truck. He got Bobby clear of the danger, but 
the truck fender grazed his own shoulder. I 
said then for the tenth time that some day 
n car would strike. and kill him, swift and 
wise though he was. 

On the same evening, the mistress and my- 
celf were away for dinner. Wolf went for an 
evening etroll. His walk led him across the 
railroad tracks. Ife had a wholesome frespect 
for trains ever since seeing a puppy cut in 
two by one. As ever, he looked up and down 
the track to see that the way was clear. Some 
people on the steps of track-side cottages 
were watching him. 

Barely had Wolf gotten safely across when 
a mongrel] cur came loping along. The cur 
sat down in the m'tidle of the track and be- 
ran to scratch a fles. At the same moment 
the express train, from around the bend, 
sounded its whistle. Wolf glanced back and 
saw the mongre]) still sitting there, scratch- 
ing. 

Around the curve tore the express. The 
mongrel crouched in terror at the blaze of 
its headlight. Then Wolf did what he had 
been in training all his life to do. 

Hie sprang back onto the track, seized the 
cur by the napeof its neck and hurled it down 
into the track-side ditch to safety. Then he, 
himself, in the same motion, leaped from thé 
tails. 

Almost he was in time. But an outjutting 
bit of metal touched the side of his head, as 
he was in midair. He was dead before he 
struck the ground. 

Perhaps there are less heroic things than 
“dying like a dog.”

A century ago 
this jolly society was buried by the English 
Christian missionaries, who have, most un- 
fortunately, left the only written chronicles 
of the exploits of the Arioi members. 

Now, the primary rule of the Arioi, that 
sanctioning infanticide, tended to hold the 
population of Tahiti, as well as the people 
of the surrounding islands, at a number that 
was not a severe drain on the resources of 
the island. In 1769 Capt. Cook estimated 
the population of Tahiti at 70,000. Could 
this kindly navigator return today, he would 
count barely 10,000-——a _ spiritless, anemic 
10,000, * * * So much for the European 
und American civilization that followed the 
disruption of the Ariof. 

A fifth of the Tahitian population belonged 
to the Ariol, and all members strangled the 
children born to them. Many of these babies

were buried shortly after birth. It is said, 


however, that some babies eried so pitifully 
that the parents, not having the heart or the 
mind to kill them; gave the*little ones away 
secretly. 

But this practice of infanticide was not 
confined to the Arioi. In Hahiti and all the 
surrounding islands infanticide was working 
hard to prevent overpopulation. As a rule, 
the first three children of all couples were 
put out of the way. As many as ten children 
of one couple died in some instances.—-Byv 
Charles Brown, Jr., in Adventure Magazine 
for January.

“A wolf has a regular run... It is a circle 
often about 50 miles in circumference. He 
makes the rounds regularly. We study a 
killer wolf's habits sometimes tor months. 
Then we make &atrap set for him on this run 
at some key point. Can’t poison a wolf. He’s

With the telephone company much the 
same problem exists when it comes to selec! 
ing a name for a central office. In the average 
family there are a score or two people who 
must be pleased, while with the telephone 
company the entire population of a city of 
several hundred thousand who will use this 
central office name thousands of times daily. 
make it essential that all of these factors be 
taken into consideration and a name selected 
that can be pronounced clearly and distinetly 
by all users. 

The matter of selecting a name for a 
central office may appear to be a simple 
one to the public, but it is one of the many 
problems of furnishing telephone service tha 
confronts the company in its operations, since 
this matter is always given serious consid 
eration by telephone engineers not only for 
the immediate time and place. but for the 
future growth of the community. A city ol 
several hundred thousand population todas 
may be a community of 1,000,000 or more 
people within a few years. Hence the neces- 
sitv of planning well for the future. 

In the operation of a telephone 
phonetic conflicts are exceedingly important 
factors. In fact. they form most important 
iiems in the selection of central office names 
Names that are easily pronounced have a 
cirect bearing on telephone service. If a 
name is selected in a haphazard way it Mma) 
be difficult to transmit distinctly over tele 
phone circuits, which would, of course, re 
sult in wrong numbers, and consequently 
poor telephone service. So it can readily be 
seen that as compared to naming the prize 
member of the family. the designation to b 
selected for a telephone office is much of an 
undertaking and something that calls for 
# great deal of study and research before a 
aecfinite conclusion is reached.

The Little Two-Piece 


Every woman needs many of the simple 
little two-piece models that are still the 
smartest things to wear, both for mornings 
in town and for all daft in the country.
